Sadat sees 
good chance 


for talks 


CAIRO. — Egyptian: President 
Anwar Sadat said yesterday that 
there is a “very good chance” of 
“peace negotiations with Israel 
Soon. But he cautioned 
that no bebind-the-scenesz 
arrangements are yet being made 
for a new negotlating forum, noting 
that the two sides are currently 
reviewing their poaltions on outstan- 
ding issues. 
Sadat waa speaking to reporters 
after a meeting with the parliamen- 
‘tary faction of his National 
Democratic Party. His remarks 
followed declarations by Premier 
Menahem Begin on Tuesday and 
yesterday that he is prepared to hold 
“clariticatory talks" on two issues 
sanding in the way of « peace trea: 


ty. 

“Tt appears, especially after what 
has been declared by U.8. President 
Carter. that there [5 a very good 
ehance for a new round of 
negotiations, but until this moment 
Premier (Mustapha) Khalil didn't 
recelve any invitation.” Sadat said. 

Carter, who predicted on Christ- 
mas Eve that a Middle East peace 
treaty would eventually be signed, 
has given support to Egyptian 
proposals for breaking the deadlock- 
ed treaty talks. 

The Egyptian leader has post- 
poned 2 triptothe Upper Egypt city 
of Aswan, prompting speculation 
that arrangements are under way 
for a new round of talka in the com- 
Ing weeks, 

But Sadat said he had cancelled 
the trip for domestic reasons, and 
that it had nothing to do with the 
peace process. Sadat said he was 
re in Cairo to work out final 
details of a plan to decentralize the 
government on January 1. 

Sadat met behind closed doors for 
more than two hours with several 
hundred members of the ruling par- 
ty. and sources sald he reiterated his 
belief that “peace is coming, sooner 
or later." 

In a speech devoted mostly to 
economic issues, Sadat said he, 
would seek reconstruction aid of $3b. 
a year for five years from the U.S., 
West Germany and Japan. 

Sadat told reporters that Khalil 
had reported to him on his meeting 
with Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
in Brussels last week, and that this 
was one reason he belfeved talks 
would be resumed on a peace treaty. 
He did not elaborate. 

Sadat did not specify when, but of- 
ficial sources indicated It would not 
be until at least the first week in 
January before arrangements could 
be worked out. (AP, UPI) 


Begin: We'll 
talk with 
Egyptians 


+ Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Israel has not closed the door to 
further peace negotiations with 
Egypt, and (5 prepared to negotiate 
over the Egyptian demands for an 
interpretative letter on the 
autonomy proposals for Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza, Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin said yesterday. 

Israel is also prepared to talk 

about Article 4 of the draft peace 
treaty, which deals with the re- 
examination of security 
arrangements after a given period, 
Begin said. But Israel does not want 
to accept a time limit to the 
|. negotiations. 
Begin told the delegates to the 
fourth congress of the International 
Association of Jewish Lawyers and 
Jurists, currently being held in 
Jerusalem, that the Israel govern- 
ment had been prepared to sign the 
treaty four weeks before the target 
date of December 17, which waa set 
at Camp David. 

Begin was speaking at a juncheon 
given by the jurists in his honour. 

“T tell you with a clear conscience 
and absolute conviction — it was not 
Israel's fault that the treaty was not 
signed,” Begin said. 

Begin dwelt on the legal 
significance of the two clauses to 
which Egypt wants to attach the dis- 
puted interpretative letters.

Troops fire on mourners 


Iran orders fuel curb 
as protests unchecked 


TENERAN. — Gevernment 
troops fired on a funeral march 
yesterday and shot over the 
heads af demonstraters 
elsewhere in the city — as the 
Government announced that it 
was Imposing fuel rationing in 
what is normally the world’s No. 
2 oil exporter. 

Reporters accompanying the 
funeral march said several persons 
were injured, and sources in the op- 
position National Front claimed that 
at least six persons were killed in the 
shooting here and several others in 
various parts of the capital. 

Iranian state radio announced thet 
customers would be Hmited to 20 
litres of kerosene and 25 litres of 
petrol under terms of the rationing. 

Teheran's two ΟἹ] refineries, each 
with a daily capacity of 400,000 
barrels, were shut down. 

Oil sources sald petroleum produc- 
tion fell yesterday to 300,000 barrels 
— @ record low. The average daily 
production for this time of year un- 
der normal circumstances is about 
six million barrels. 

The funeral march for a professor 
killed in Tuesday's violence was 
broken up when troops opened fire as 
the thousands of mourners reached 
the 24th of Eafand Square. 

According to witnesses, Iranian 
rangers told leaders of the march 
that they would permit the proces- 
sion as long as no one smashed win- 
dows or shouted slogans denouncing 
the shah. 


The procession, led by the victim's 
famlly and body. began peacefully. 
According to reporters accom- 
panying the marchers, the shooting 
began toward the end of the column 
after the marchers had moved about 
300 metrea. 

Witnesses and opposition’ sources 
said at least elght persons, meluding 
three soldiers, were killed in a clash 
between troops and mourners 
around Teheran University. 

The witnesses said tens of 
thousands of students, professors, 
clergymen and doctors had joined 
the funera} procession. Troops 
attempted to halt the procession as it 
neared the university and the army 
opened fire when the mourners 
refused to disperse, witneases said. 

“There are ambulances all over 
the place,” one American witness 
said. ‘There's blood ali over the 
streeta and people running with 
bleod dripping from thelr hands.'" 

The renewed confrontations in 
Teheran yesterday followed scenes 
on Tuesday of mobs threatening 
Americans with death, setting fires, 
smashing windows and immobilizing 
traffic in the worst disturbances in 
the capita) in three months. 

Soldiers earlier forced out and 
arrested 18 professors staging a sit- 
in at the ministry where the 
professor, Kamram Nejat-Elehi, 27, 
was Killed. He was shot as he leaned 
from a window to watch a 
demonstration on the street below 
and was shouting support to the 
demonstrators. 


S. Africa fears Iran oil crisis 


CAPE TOWN (UPI). — Economies 
Minister Chris Heunis on Tuesday 
night warned that the breakdown in 
Iran's oil exports could create 
serious problema for South Africa. 

Heunis urged the public to curb 
consumption to help the government 
avoid introducing rationing or less 
stringent restrictive measures in the 
tace of the crisis. 

Tran supplies about 90 per cent of 
the petroleum consumed in South 
Africa. 

The minister issued his warning 
after meeting with senior ofl com- 
pany executives and officiais in the 
Department of Commerce and In- 
dustry to discuss possible alter- 
native suppliers. 

The fuel crisis loomed as the 
public prepared for ἃ 10 per cent hike 
on all petroleum prices that wili go 
into effect on January 1. 

As a precaution against an oil 


boycott, South Africa has been 
stockpiling petroleum for several 
years. The size of these stocks, 
however. has been kept secret. 


Diplomatic sources in Teheran 
yesterday said that Iran’s ofl in- 
dustry strike would soon create shor- 
tages and hardship also in other 
nations which rely on Iranian oll. 

Sixty-five per cent of Israel's 
Petroleum needs come from Iran, 
they polnted out. 


“The U.S. has an agreement to 
supply Israel with what it needs 
should her current supplies be cut 
off," said one diplomat. "But if 
America's supplies are low too, 
there could be problems." 

The diplomats said South Africa 
could probably hold off for some 
time without the Iranian supplies 
“because they've got enormous 
stockpiles there." 


It was not clear what set off the 
shooting in the square yesterday. 

A spokeaman for the National 
Front said at least six persons were 
killed in the square and 18 others 
were wounded. A government 
Spokesman said no one had been Κ|}}- 
ed but several had been injured. 

The Front spokesman said he had 

idea why the shooting started, but 
Aithousht soldiers along the square 
may have mistakenly thought that 
troopers accompanying the 
marchers had deserted to the opposi- 
tion. 

Reporters said that some soldiers 
were accompanying the marchers to 
insure that the procession was 
peaceful and took place without inci- 
dent. 

Elsewhere in Teheran, troops fired 
automatic weapons In the air trying 
to dispel mobs of anti-shah 
demonstrators marching towards 
the U.S. Embassy, but the protesters 
regrouped and headed in other direc- 
tions, witnesses said. 

Heavy bursts of gunfire shook the 
downtown area. Pedestrians took 
shelter in office buildings. On one 
street, some 500 protesters set fire to 
piles of tires, blocking traffic and 
setting a car on fire. 

Demonstrators said the car had 
been full of agents of Savak, the 
shah’s dreaded secret police, who 
began shooting at the crowd. The 
demonstrators said the agents es- 
caped before the car was set ablaze. 

The protesters first gathered at 
the headquarters of the National Ira- 
nian ΟἹ Co., then moved towards the 
nearby U.S. Embassy. Witnesses 
said that the mob dispersed when 
soldiers fired into the alr, but formed 
again when the shooting stopped. 

The protests came as anti-shah 
technical workers struck Iran Air, 
forcing the national carrier to cancel 
all 27 flights from Teheran. Strikes 
also dried up imports of consumer 
goods. 

In a statement announcing the 
rationing decislon, Abdullah 
Entezam, chairman of the National 
Tvanian Ol] Co., appealed to Moslem 
religious leaders “‘to perform your 
religious duties and recommend that 
the workers end their strike." 

OW workers walked off the job 
after Ayatullah Khomeini, self- 
exiled leader of the dominant Shi'ite 
sect, urged a general strike to bring 
down the shah, 

Meanwhile, trucks bringing goods 
into the country were reported by the 
state radio to be lined up at border 
posts for 35 km., stalled by a customs 
workers’ strike. (AP, UPI) 


Algerians mourn Boumedienne 


/AUGIERS. — As millions of 
adgerlans poured intc the streets to 
express their grief at President 
Houari Boumédienne's death yester- 
day, the Algiers government moved 
swiftly to fill the vacuum, 
though only temporarily. Rabah 

-Bitat, president of the Popular 
National Assembly, was named in- 
terim president for a period of up to 
45 daya, as provided by the constitu- 
tion. 

Forty days of official mourning 
were declared for Boumédienne, the 
antl-Western Third World leader 
‘who was one of the most aggressive. 
opponents of Egyptian-Israeli peace 
moves. His ‘socialist revolution" in 
Algeria will carry on, the govern- 
meni promised, but Boumédienne's 
death, after he lay 40 days ina coma 
with a rare blood disease, is con- 
sidered to have created a power 
vacuum in his oil-rich North African 
nation of 17.3 million people. 

‘The Council of the Revolution will 
choose a new president for this 
predominantly Moslem country. So 
far the most prominent candidate, 
observers said, appears to be 
Foreign Minister Abdelaziz 
Bouteflika, Boumédienne’s protege 
since they fought together as 
guerrillas during the war for in- 
dependence from France in the 
19503. 


was announced that 
Boumédlenne will. be buried at Bi 
Alia cemetery east of the capital. His 
grave will be next to that of Abd e)- 
Kader, who fought a long but losing 
war against French domination in 
the 19th century. The date of the 
funeral was not immediately an- 
nounced. 

More than two million weeping 
Algerians gathered outside the 
Palace of the People as the military 
leaders and the foreign diplomatic 
corps paid their last respects, with 
many laying wreaths around the 
body. 

Boumédienne — whose age was 
believed to be 53 but was listed in 
various records aa 46, 51 and 57 — 
had been stricken by a rare blood 
affliction known as Waldenstroem's 
disease. 

The president. who had received 
treatment in the Soviet Union in Oc- 
tober and November, spent the last 
days of his life hooked to life-support 
machines here at Mustafa Hospital, 
where he died. 

He had been treated by doctors 
from the Soviet Union, the U.S., 
France, Cuba and other nations. 

.Bitat convened a session of the 
National Assembly, Boumédienne’s 
rubber-stamp parliament, and 
eulogized Boumedienne as a 
“brother in combat" and a “great 


atstesman." 

Bitat pledged to keep Algeria on 
the Boumédienne road and called on 
the people "to finalize the aims of the 
socialist revolution.” 

But he acknowledged the 
“complexity’’ of the transitional 
period. Algerian and other sources 
said they expected that 
Boumédienne would not be succeed- 
ed by a single leader. 

Though the U.S. is Algeria's 
largest customer for oi] and natural 
gas, Boumédienne promoted a 
strongly anti-Western ideology and 
became one of the leaders of the 
“steadfastness front" formed to op- 
pose Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat's peace negotiations with 
Israel. 

Egypt will mourn Boumédienne's 
death for seven days, despite the 
break in diplomatic relations 
between the two countries. Egypt's 
Sadat praised the Algerian leader’ 
for his “unforgettable battle’ to 
restore to Algeria its Arabic 
character and culture, and for his 
role during Sadat's 1973 assault 
against Israel, when Boumédienne 
travelled secretly to Moscow and 
paid $100 million for Soviet weapons 
to be sent to Egypt. (AP. Reuter,

Tiberias liberator 
dies at Kibbutz Gesher 


KIBBUTZ GESHER (Itim). — 
Yitzhak Broshi, founder of the War 
of Independence Barak Brigade 
which liberated Tiberias and fought 
in Galilee, died here yesterday after 
an extended ilJIness.

The Polish-born Broshi was 
brought to Israel in 1921.

Fire at Cargal plant

LOD. .— A fire broke out in a 
‘warehouse at the Cargal cardboard 

factory here on Tuesday night, caus- 
ing damage estimated at several 
hundred thousand dollars. The cause 
of the fire — the third sizeable blaze 
at the plant — is not yet known, anda 
special team of police and firemen 
are investigating. 
The first mafor fire at Cargal was 
in 1969, and the second at the end of 
September last year. On both oc- 
casions, the factory had to be rebuilt. 
After last year's fire, insurance com- 
panies paid out 1L.242m. in claims.

JORDAN VALLEY (itim). — Israel 
should declare its sovereignty over 
the Jordan Rift before it is too late, 
according to Uri Yoffe, head of the 
Beit Shean and Jordan Valley 
regional council. 

In an article recently published in 
the council's bulletin, Yoffe express- 
ed concern that autonomy in Judea- 
Samaria could spell the end of 
Jewish settlement there, even {f this 
were not agreed In advance. There 
has been no serious attention 
devoted to problems of governmen-

Especially serious, according to 
Yoffe, is the potential problem of 
land ownership.

The law should be 
changed, says Yoffe. 

As the best overall solution, Yoffe 
called for extension of Israel 
sovereignty to the Jordan Rift 
settlements, and declaration of the 
region as a security area, under 
complete contro! of the army. 
Civilian institutions should then be

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200 Viet refugees © 
drowned in rescue 


MANILA. — About 200 Vietnamese 
were reported to have drowned at © 
sea when they tried to scramble 
aboard a freighter which reached 
here yesterday with 2,700 refugees 
aboard, 

Werner Blatter, representative of 
the UN. high commission for 
refugees, said the drownings oc- 
curred a few days ago, when.the - 
Panamia-registered freighter Tung 
An stopped to pick up refugees in the 
South China Sea.. 

But the Philippines refused lan- 
ding rights to the 2,700 surviving — 
refugees aboard the ship when it 
arrived in Manila Bay seeking senc- 
tuary, after it was earlier turned . 
away from Brunei. 

The Foreign Ministry in Manila 
said the Philippine refugee camp in 
suburban Mandaluyohg was 
“already overcrowded" with more 
than 2,000 Vietnamese, and that the 
government had no facilities to han- 
de them. 

“The Philippines cannot accept 
any more refugees, hence they will 
not be allowed to land," a Foreign 
Ministry statement said. 

The group aboard the Tung An was 
the biggest to sail to the Philippines 
since the massive evacuation of 
South Vietnam in the spring of 1975. 

This is the first time Vietnam 
refugees are not being given tem- 
porary shelter in the Philippines. 

Philippine officials, however, 
decided to give food and medicine to 
the refugees. 

In Kuala Lumpur, 33 Vietnamese 
refugees from the stranded freighter 
Hal Hong were permitted to land in 
Malaysian camps yesterday. 

The U.S. embassy spokesman, 
Mike Brown, said that the 38 were 
taken from the Hai Hong and put in 
the transit refugee camp on the out- 
skirts of this capital city yesterday. 
They will be flown to the U.S. in the 
next couple of weeks.

A BALLET lasting an hour that kept 
an audience including smal! children 
as quet 85 mice needs no further in- 
ication of its success, Many in the 
Tsraet Museum Youth Wing 
(December 26) were far below the 


“recommended age” (9-14) for the - 


‘Adventures of a Coat,'* 
choreographed by Aya Rimon, with 
music by Jehoash Hirshberg and 
presented by the Jerusalem Dance 
Workshop. Yet even when the 
dancers moved without music, the 
children maintained utter silence, 
showing how absorbed they were — 
and how well Dov Mielnik had done 
his work in telling them beforehand 
how the story would go. 

The strange thing was that though 
the ballet followed the story in the 
poem by Kadya Molodowski 
{originally Yiddish but translated 
into Hebrew), the movement was 
mostly abstract, indeed adult, and 
by no means easy to follow. It was 
often more exploratory than ex- 
pressive, more energetic than inven- 
tive, 

Often there were breaks, or rather 


inte sections and came after the 
spoken verses, 

Nevertheless the music was fertile 
in ideas and was played by an ad- 
mirable flautist, clerinetist, cellist 
and percussionist conducted by Rafi 
Zelig. The ballet throughout was 
danced with a refreshing in- 
cisiveness, an Impressive dedication 
and a remarkable polish that over- 
came the limitations of the venue 
almost completely. 

Extremely imaginative and help- 
ful was the “‘set."’ A steel frame with 
ladders at the sides and two bars on 
top offered strength enough for the 
dancers to use as barre and mis- 
cellanous prop, and, after a large 
token ‘“‘coat™ had been hung on it, as 
a house, a seat and a pocket for the 
waistcoat that was passed on in ac- 
cordance with the story. The Mother 
{Michal Israeli) could even sit and 
do embroidery in it. The “‘children"’ 
(Yamara Mieljnik, Sueli Melsohn, 
Judy Bobrow and Aya Rimon) could 
not only dance around it but climb in 
and out of the area, with Aya Rimon 
herself sitting on top in the end like a 


it could be done — at various levels, 
but pleasantly. 

Six choirs came from abroad. 
Among the newcomers were the “Lit- 
tle Catalonian Singers,” a boys‘ 
choir trom Spain. If this was a con- 
test and I the judge, I would have 
given the prize to these little 
Spaniards, aged eight to 13, not 
because they were the best singers 
(the adult Swedes were), but 
because they showed that singing 
needn't mean shouting (as many 
Israeli children think). 


beautifully balanced vocally, leav- 
ing no doubts about intonation. They 
had four violinists, two flautista and 
a bassoonist who disappeared into 
their ranks when not playing. The 
accompaniment was much 
preferable to the piano. 

Most of the songs by the visiting 
choirs were, of course, of Christian 
and Christmas content. The Eternity 
Ensemble from Florida belted out 
songs and homily with an ear- 
worrying battery of brass, guitars 
and percussion. Thelr swing got a 
big hand. 

Also from the U.S. came the 
Celebration of Joy, an 18-voice choir 
drawn from five southern states. 
Their style, too, was dedicated but 
more subdued. 

From South Africa there were 45 
“Ambassadors” of Pretoria, offer- 
ing much variety. An Austrian echo 
song had specially fine discipline. 

The St. Cecilia Choir of Belgium 
included men, women, boys, girls, 
accompanied by piano and trumpet. 
Singing with some sophistication, 
they were at best in a negro spiritual 
— though all the choirs livened when 
they sang spirituals. Curiously the 
Flemish version of the Hebrew cap- 
tives’ chorus from Verdi's Nabuc- 
co was Volk van Jesus. 


THIS SAME Verdi chorus was later 
sung rousingly by one of the three 
Israeli choirs, the robust 27-voice 
Na'amot — in Hebrew. The Tzadikov 
Children's Choir numbered 45 girls 
and one tad who lit the Hanukka

What 
really impressed me most was the 
vividness with which the trio 
recreated Dvorak’s unique artistic 
folkloric world.

Taking stock of mineral 
assets hidden in the Negev

The Negev has been a desert for 
centuries. Now, with Israel's 
evacuation of Sinai only a matter of 
time, the Negev is set to become one 
large, sprawling military base.: 
But to a group of mineral sctentists 
at the Nationa] Geological Institute, 
the Negev represents one of Israel's 
greatest assets: a rich source of raw 
materials for the building trades as 
well as for road construction. 


In a recent confidential report 


prepared at the Institute, the follow- 
ing suggestion is included: ‘With the 
signing of the Camp David accords 
and the relocation of IDF defence 
lines, the exact locations of the 
Negev's mineral resources should be 
clearly marked on the National 
Outline Plan. This will ensure that 
civilian mining and extraction ac- 
tivity can continue at these sites 
even after the IDF takes control of 
the prea.” 

- Though vital minerals are found 
all over the Negev, the main concen- 
trations are between Eilat and Yot- 
vata, between Nahal Hiyyun and 
Hatzeva, the Central Negev and 
between Beersheba and Arad, 

Following are the building supply 
minerals in the Negev: 

ὁ Sand for concrete aggregate: The 
‘dunes of Halutza offer the country its 
future supply of this important 
building element. Today, building 


sand is drawn from the dunes around 
Caesarea, and those lying between 
Bat Yam and Ashkelon. But these 
supplies will probably be used up by 
the middle of the next century. 

« Limestone for the manufacture of 
Portland cement: good-sized 
deposits art Ramot Mitrad, Avdat 
and Nafhah. © ᾿ 
e Intermediate chemical com- 
ponents for plaster of Paris and 
ceramics: clay, kaolin and feldspar 
are on and under the soi] surface at 
Machtesh Ramon. 


« Glass sand: this highly pure 
varlety of sand —.for glass making 
— [8 concentrated in the northeast 
sector of the Negev's Machtesh 
Hagadol (Great Crater), and also in- 
side the Nubian sandstone fn. the 
Tina region. . 

9 Porcelainite: though its full use

Banks must strike 
discharged mortgages 
off land register

The banks would have to strike 
from the land registry books all paid 
up mortgages. under a private 
members bill by Meir Cohen 
(Likud), which had already been ap- 
proved in Committee for the final 
reading. ° 

Hitherto, a person buying a flat 
which had been mortgaged, had to 
get a document from the bank that 
the mortgage was paid up, and take 
it to the land registry (Tabu). This 
involved a great deal of time, 
bureaucratic red tape, annoyance, 
and travelling. 

Under the Cohen law the banks 
will also have to set to it that 
mortgages discharged in the past, 
which are still on the register, are 
marked as discharged. They 
strenuously object to this extra 
chore. 

The law provides stiff fines for 
banks which fall to have past 
mortgages as well as future ones 
marked as discharged from the land 
register. 


Tourism from Israel 


to UK grew by 14% 

Tourism from Israel to the United 
Kingdom this year grew by 14 per 
cent and will reach an estimated 
record of 88,500, according to Alan 
Jefferson, marketing manager of the 
British Tourist Authority, who was 
here for a brief visit recently. 

Jefferson disclosed that tourism 
from Israel to the UK has almost: 
doubled in the last four years, from 
49,400 in 1974 to 88,500 this year.

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J’lem housing shortage fault 
of government, realtor says 


Jerusalem Post rt 

“The government through the 
Lands Administration caused the 
present housing shortage in 
Jerusalem by its delay in releasing 
land for building. Only the govern- 
ment can solve the crisis, which is- 
the worst since 1948." This was 
stated yesterday by Werner M. 
Loval, managing director of the 
Jerusalem branch of the Anglo- 
Saxon Real Estate Agency, speaking 
to the Jerusalem Rotary Club. 

“If the available building land in 
and around the capital] was privately 
owned, there would today be no hous- 
ing shortage."’ Loval said. 

Private building land in Jerusalem 
simply does not exist, he said, 
Jerusalem contractors are forced to 
build In the coastal plain because the 
Lands Administration is not willing 
to sell on the private market any of 
the vast areas it controls. While the 
government calla on immigrants 
from Iran, Russia and the West to 
settle in Jerusalem, a branch of the 
game government virtually closes 
the city to all olim, except a few 
milNonaires. ‘Without additional 
land, the Jewish population of 
Jerusalem cannot grow,"’ he 
emphasized. 

As an example of what the Lands 
Administration can do, Loval cited 
the suburb of Mevasseret, where

private builders and individual 
families are now putting up several 
hundred units, on land released by 
the Lands Administration through 
its subsidiary company Arim. 

Like Mevasseret, Loval pointed 
out, there are hundreds of dumam of 
unexplolted, so-called agricultural 
lands, which could be made 
available for private construction in 
residential areas such as Motza, 
Bayit Vegan, Beit Hakerem and 
Talpiot. All that 18 needed is a basic 
policy decision. The effect on apart- 
ment prices in Jerusalem would be 
felt almost overnight, Loval atress- 
ed. 
The speaker called on the Lands 
Administration to consider the 
release of building land in Jerusalem 
Separately from the sifuation in the 
coastal strip, "Jerusalem is facing a 
crisis which, if left unsolved, may 
prejudice its political and economic 
future." 

Let private enterprise, including 
foreign investors, participate in the 
building of Jerusalem, Loval con- 
cluded. The government should con- 
trol sales to private parties, but 
should not prevent them. If the 
Lands Administration sells and 
leases its resources wisely, it will 
fulfil the function for which it and the 
Keren Kayemet were originally 
created, he said. 


‘Inflation hits farmers hard: Sharon 


Sharon said that while inflation 
had driven up the costs of 
agriculture by 58.1 per cent in the 
first ten months of this year, the rise 
in the price of agricultural produce 
has only gone up by 36 per cent. 

Sharon emphasized that this dis- 
crepancy together with the high cost 
of credit causes farmers to be reluc- 
tant to grow certain foods. He hinted, 
at his serious discussions with the 
Finance Minister. “The government 
must give the farmers easy credit so 
that they can produce for export.”

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Algeria faces uncertainty 


THE DEATH of President Houari Boumédienne of 
came yesterday after close to six weeks in which he lingered in 
acoma. His death again highlights one of the problems endemic 
to the military dictatorships which rule in most of the Arab 
states: the absence of a clear-cut procedure for the succession. 
Egypt's Gamal Nasser had at least provided for the installa- 
tion of an inoffensive member of bis officers' clique as Vice 
‘President. Only later did this interim President turn into the 
Anwar Sadat tie world and Israel knows today and after 
systematically eliminating the major contenders 108 the 


presidency. 


The power struggle in Algeria is expected to be even more in- 
tense. Observers are unanimous at least on one point: that the 
President of the National Assembly, Rabah Bitat, the only high 
official remaining from the original group which launched the 
armed struggle for independence from the French who was 
yesterday named acting President, will not be a second Sadat. 

Officially, the next president should be nominated within 45 

* days by a special convention of the National Liberation Front, 
Algeria's only legal party, and then submitted to the approval of 
the voters. However, the eight-man Revolutionary Council _ 
which has been running the country since Boumédienne fell ill, 
will certainly make the selection and make it from one of their 


own. 


Elven that selection may turn out not to be the end of the power 
struggle. That decision may have to wait for the resolution of 
conflicts within the army, the ultimate arbiter of Algeria's af- 


fairs. 


In the back of everyone's mind, however, will be the figure of 
Ahmed Ben Bella, Algeria’s second president, from whom the 
then-Defence Minister, Boumédienne, seized power in an armed 
coup in 1965. Ben Bella is still alive after having been kept a 
prisoner under house arrest in a suburb of Algiers since that day 


13 years ago. 


In his 13 years of leadership, Boumédienne firmly established 
Algeria’s schizoid nature which emerged from one of the most 
brutal struggles for independence in a century of decoloniza- 
tion. The largest and most backward of the Maghreb states, 
Boumédienne's Algeria is Islamic in ethos but Marxist in 
ideology, Arab in political allegiance but African in orientation, 
Soyiet in its affiliation and military hardware but Western in its 


business dealings. 


The world's attention will understandably be focused on the 
international implications of the struggle for the succession. 
Both the Soviet Union and the U.S. can be expected to make 
prodigious efforts to woo post-Boumédienne Algeria into their 


camp. 


The possibility of moving Algeria, one of the most steadfast of 
the anti-Israel ‘‘Rejectionist Front’’ Arab states into the 
American camp cannot but have repercussions on internal 


alignments in the Arab world, on the future of the Arab-Isrsel | 


dispute and the prospects for a peace agreement between Egypt 


and Israel. 


However, the power struggle within the Revolutionary Coun- 
cil and within the army will probably revolve around per- 
sonalities and domestic issues. For, despite its oi] wealth, 
Algeria's economy has been left in a shambles by 16 years of 
“revolutionary” government, 13 of them under the Islamic 


Marxist Boumédienne. 


A badly planned development policy which ailocated a 
tance to agriculture, has resulted in mass unemployment — 
per cent of the rural population and 20 per cent in the persed - 
which constitutes Algeria's most pressing prablem.
